DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is a response to Applicant's Request for Continued Examination, dated 
12/02/2010. Claim 12 is pending. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 

1 1/02/2010 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 12 is allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a method for removing 
dissimilar material attached to a plastic product by using a removing apparatus having a 
seat unit with seat surface and a frame slidably disposed on the seat surface, wherein 
the removing apparatus further comprises a punching unit which is insertable into a hole 
that penetrates the seat surface; and wherein the plastic product is placed on the seat 
surface of the seat unit such that it is inside the frame and said frame moves the 
product into position under the blade unit. Yutaka (JP2002-1 37225) discloses a method 
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for removing dissimilar material wherein the apparatus comprises a punching unit and a 
unit for positioning the plastic product under the cutting device. However, the product of 
Yutaka sits on top of a moveable table which slides on a support structure. Yutaka does 
not disclose a seat unit and frame configuration such that the product is placed inside a 
frame such that he product contacts the seat surface and is then moved into position by 
moving the frame across the seat surface. Herb (USP 4,089,244) and Hirose (USP 
5,682,657) discloses clamping means for positioning a product in relation to a cutting 
device; however, the clamps are located only along the edge of the workpiece and the 
references do not teach a frame which slides on a seat unit and in which the plastic 
product can be placed inside.
